State Senator, and member of the convention that ratified the Federal Constitution; 
in the U. S. House of Representatives, 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th Congresses; retired to his 
farm but again elected to the 14th, 15th, and 16th Congresses; elected Governor of 
Pennsylvania, 1820, and retired from public life, 1823. He died at Reading, Pa., 
June 10, 1832.
